Festus J. Wade of St. Louis Ex- 

pected to Confer With Anglo- 
French Commisssion Today. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Financiers of 
the West and Northwest came to New 
York today to lend a helping hand to 
the Anglo-French financial commission- 
ers in their task of arranging a way by 
which Great Britain and France can pay 
for the hundreds of millions of dollars 
worth of imports which were shipped 
abroad and other vast amounts con- 
tracted for and contemplated. 

The first of these arrivals was James 
J. Hill, railroad builder and financier 
of St. Paul. Hill was said to be pro- 
vided with data upon which he based 
his belief that the flotation of a mam- 
moth credit loan here to Great Britain 
and France is of more vital interest, 
perhaps to the United States, than to 
the two countries seeking the lean. 


Funds for Payment for Grain. 
“Any loan that is arranged,’’ Hill said, 


„must cover not only credit for muni- 
tions of war, but provide funds for the 
payment of grain and other commodity 
exports. If the loan were intended to be 
used only for the payment of war mu- 
nitions it would not in my opinion meet 
with general résponse in the West and 
Northwest. On the other hand, a credit 
loan intended for use in paying for all 
commodities shipped to the two coun- 
tries would be popular in my sectin 
and there is every indication that even 
the smallest Western bank would give 
it their heartiest support.”’ 

Festus J. Wade of St. Louis also reg- 
istered here today. It was said that 
Wale would probably see members of 
the committee late today.

Vienna Press Indicates That In- 
cident Has Divided States- 
men Into Two Factions. 


MUCH INTEREST IN BERLIN 


German and Austrian Foreign 
Ministers Said to Have Ex- 
changed Sharp Telegrams.

GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 13.—The 


Vienna morning newspapers are replete 
with leading articles on the news con- 
cerning Dr. Dumba. From these arti- 
cles it would appear that the request 
for his recall has divided Austro-Hun- 
garian statesmen into two camps. Those 
of the party of Baron Burian, the For- 


eign Minister, apparently are persuaded 
that Ambassador Dumba acted under 
the influence of Count von Bernstorff, 
German Ambassador to the United 
States, without orders from the home 
Government. The Hungarian party, on 
the contrary, believes that Dr. Dumba 
did his duty in order to prevent arms 
and ammunition reaching the Powers of 
the quadruple entente. 

It is gleaned from the newspaper ar- 
ticles that Emperor Francis-Joseph was 
displeased when he learned of the ac- 
tion that had been taken by the United 
States in the case of the Ambassador, 
and that in substance he expressed the 
views that the personality of the Aus- 
trian Ambassador was a sufficient guar- 
antee against statements attributed to 
him by the United States which were 
without a solid basis in fact. 

It is declared that telegrams of some- 
what bitter tone were exchanged on the 
subject between Foreign Minister Bu- 
rian and Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the German Chancellor. The German 
Emperor is declared to have been great- 
ly interested in the development and 
to have recalled Foreign Minister von 
Jagow to Berlin, the Foreign Minister 
having been preparing on Saturday to 
go to Vienna.

U. S. AGENTS WILL 
MEET ARCHIBALD 


Department: of Justice Acts on 
White House Instructions in 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Acting un- 
der instructions from the White House, 
agents of the Department of Justice 
will meet James F. J. Achibald, the 
American correspondent involved in the 
case of Dr. Dumba, the Austrian Am- 
bassador, when he lands at New York 
on the steamer Rotterdam from Holland.

Case of Capt. von Papen.

Joseph C. Christen, secretary and ex- 
ecutive head of the Christen Bellows

Dispatch reporter a detailed account of 
how he set the trap which resulted in 
the arrest of Julius R. Bersch, vice 
president of the Bersch Insurance Agen- 
cy, and Herbert O. Baker, a solicitor 
for the Bersch company, in connection 


with a plot to burn Christen’s factory 
for the insurance. 


“Baker had been handling my insur- 
ance for about five years,” said Chris- 
ten. He often came to my offiee on 
what seemed to be merely friendly 
calls. About eight months ago he vis- 
ited me at the office, and after talking 
on general topies for awhile, he said: 
‘How is your business?’ 

“T told him business was very poor 
and he said: Why don't you sell it?’ 

“Tl lauthed and said I didn’t know of 
anybody I could sell it to, as times 
‘Were bad. 
* Why don’t you sell it to the in 
surance companies?’ Baker said. ‘Big 
men all over the city are doing it every 
day. The truth is that the insurancé 
companies don’t mind a big loss once in 
a while. It helps to advertise the busi- 
ness.’ 

Told Others of Remark. 
“A few days later Dan Keliy of the 
Fire Prevention Bureau was at the fac- 
tory to make an inspection of the plant. 
He pointed out several things as being 
dangerous in case of fire. I said to him: 
‘Dan, it's funny to have you find fault 
with little things like that when the 
insurance companies ara offering to 
burn me out.’ I didn't nention Baker’s 
name or give him any details. Kelly did 
not seem to take my remark seriously 
and we talked no more about it. 
In the next few dars I spoke of the 
matter to several other persons, in- 
cluding insurance men, but they all 
seemed to think I was joking. 
“About seven weeks ago John . 
Leahy, a lawyer in the National Bank 
of Commerce Building, came to me and 
said: ‘Christen, I heard about what 
you said as to an offer to burn your 
plant, and I thought it was a fairy 
story. Now, insurance companies which 
are my clients lost heavily on a re- 
cent fire and I have got permission to 
ok into your story.’

The German explanation, which comes 
in the form of a note, was laid before 
Fresident Wilson today by Secretary 
Lansing and may figure in dscussion of 
the submarine issue with Count von 
Bernstorff, the German Ambassador. 

Count von Bernstorff made an engage- 
nent to confer with Secretary Lansing 
at ‘noon. Mr. Lansing before seeing 
the Ambassador went to the White 
Mouse to talk with the President. It is 
probable that the Ambassador will have 
an audience with the President later. 

Favorable Outcome Expected. 

Ambassador Bernstorff's conference 
with Secretary Lansing lasted just half 
en hour.

Minister of Munitions in Preface to Book of His 


Speeches Admits Central Powers Are Now in 
the Ascendancy anti Russia Has Shot Her Bolt.

LONDON, Sept. 13.— It British wor- 


en and children were ‘being brutally 
destroyed on the high seas by German 
submarinés this nation would have in- 
sisted on calling the infanticide empire 


to a stern reckoning,” declates David 
Lloyd George, Minister of Munitions, in 
the preface of a book entitled Through 
Terror to Triumph,” containing his 
speeches since the outbreak of the war. 
’ “after 12 months of war,“ he says, 
„my conviction is stronger than ever 
that this country eould not have kept 
out of it without imperiling its security 
and its honor. We could not have 
looked on Oynically with folded arme 
while a country we had given our word 
to protect was being ravaged, trodden 
on by one of our own co-trustees. 


“Everything that has happened since 


the declaration of war has clearly dem- 
onstrated that a military system so re- 
gardless of good faith, honorable obli- 
gations and the elementary impulses ef 
humanity constitutes a menace to civ- 
ilization of the most sinister character, 
and, despite the terrible cost of sup- 
pressing it, the well-being of humanity 
demands that such a system should be 
challenged and destroyed. 

„The fact that events also have shown 
that the might of this military clique 
has exceeded the gloomiest prognosti- 
cations provides an additional argu- 
ment for its destruction. 

Must Exert All Their Strength. 

„Nor have the untoward incidents of 
the war weakened my faith in ultimate 
victory. always provided that the na- 
tions put forth the whole of their 
strength before it is too late. Anything 
less must lead to defeat. The allied 
countries have an overwhelming prepon- 
derance in the raw material that goes 
to the making of the equipment of 
armiés, whether in men, money or ac- 
cessible metal and machinery, but this 
material has to be mobilized and util- 
ized. 

“It would be idle to pretend that the 
first 12 months of the war have seen 
this task accomplished satisfactorily. 
Had the allies realized in time the full 
strength of their redoubtable and re- 
sourceful foes; nay, What is more, had 
they realized their own strength and re- 
sources and taken prompt action to or- 
yanize them, today we should have wit- 
nessed the triumphant spectacle of their 
guns pouring out a m of shot and 
shell which would have Aelused the 
German trenches with fire and scorched 
the German legions back across their 
frontier. 

Central Powers Stn Supremev 
Wich the resources of Great Britain 
France and Russia; yes, of the whole 
industrial world, at the disposal of the 
allies, the central Powers still have an 
overwhelming superiority in all the ma- 
terial and equipment of war. The re- 
sult of this deplorable fact is exactly 
what might have been foreseen, The 
iron heel of Germany has sunk deeper 
than ever into Belgian and French soil, 
Poland is entirely German and Lith- 
uania is rapidly following. Russian. for- 
tresses deemed impregnabie are falling 
like send castles before the ruthless 
tide of Teutonic invasion. 

“When will that tide recede or be 
stemmed? As soon as the allies are 
supplied with an abundance of war ma- 
terial.“ 

The Minister says that he is recall 


ing unpleasant facts in order to stir his 


countrymen to put forth their strength 
to amend the situation. There has been 
a great awakening, he says, and pro- 


digious efforts are being made to equip 


the armies, but, 
‘nothing but our 
through.” He asks: 

“Are we straining every nerve to 
make up for lost time? Are we getting 
all the men we shall want to put into 
the firing line next year to enable us 
even to hold our own? Does every 
man who ¢an help, Whether by fight- 
ing or providing material, understand 
clearly that ruin awaits remission 

What Russia's Repulse ns, 

„How many people in this country 
fully apprehend to its full significance 
the Russian retreat? For over 12 
months Russia, despite deficiencies in 
equipment, has absorbed the energies 
of half the German and four-fifths of 
the Austrian forces. Is it realized that 


the Minister adds, 
best can pull us 
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5 sleuths looking for Point 7. If they’d stop 
fencing they'd find it quicker. Have you tried? 
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for the time being Russia has made his 
contribution to the struggle for Euro- 
pean’ freedom and that We cannot for 
months to come expect the same active 
help from the Russian armies we have 
hitherto recejved? Who is to take the 
Russian place while those Russian 
armies Are ré-equipping? Who is 20 
bear the weight which has hitherto 
fallen on Russian shoulders? 

“France cannot be expected to sus 
tain much heavier burdens than those 
she now bars, with a quiet courage, 
whieh has astonished and moved the 
world. Italy is putting her strength 
into the fight. There is only Britain 
left. 

“Is Britain prepared to fill up the gap 
that will be created when Russia re- 
tires to the rear? Is she fully prepared 
to cope with all the possibilities of the 
hext few months in the West, without 
forgetting the East? Upon the answer 


will depend the liberties of Europe for 
many generations. 
Crisis in Three Months. 
“A shrewd and sagacious observer told 


me the other day in his judgment the 


course pursued by this country during 
the next three months would decide thé 
fate of the war. 

“If We are not allowed to equip our 
factories and workshops with adequate 
labor to supply our armies, because we 
must not transgress regulations applica- 
ble to normal conditions; if practices are 
maintained which restrict the output of 
essential war material; if the nation 
hesitates when the need is clear to take 
the necessary steps to call forth its 
manhood to defend its honor and ex- 
istence; if vital decisions are postponed 
until too late; if we neglect to make 
ready for all possible eventualities; if, 
in fact, we give ground for the ac- 
cusation that we are slouching into dis- 
aster as if we were walking along the 
ordinary paths ‘of peace, without an 
enemy in sight, then I can see no hope. 

But if we sacrifice all we own and 
all we like for our native land, and if 
our preparations are marked by grim 


resolution and prompt readiness in every 


sphere then victory is assured.’’

ATHENS, Sept. 13.—An American 
Citizen of standing in Athens has 
received advices from Constantinopie, 
which he says are trustworthy, that 
the situation of the Turkish army and 
Government is unfavorable. Accord- 
ing to this information the position 
of the Turkish forces defending the 
Dardanelles is précarious. It is said 
the Turkish front, thinned by the 
heavy losses which the fighting has 
entailed on both sides, its finding it 
inereasingly difficult to hold the lines 
against the French and British. 

Turkey's position at sea is 
soribed as disadvantageous. — 
former German cruisers Goeben and 
Breslau, renamed the Sultan Selim 
and Medullu, are sald to have been 
incapacitated, while the Russian fleet 
preys upon Turkish shipping.

Turkish affairs are under the control 
of a triumvirate with autocratic pow 
ers, consisting of Enver Pasha, Min- 
ister of War; Taalat Bey, Minister of 
the Interior, and Beori Bey, Chief of 
Police of Constantinople.

the name of Cummings’ “principal” the 
latter became wary and said that he 
would have to consult him before dis- 
closing his identity. A casual reference 
made by him, however, left no doubt in 
the mind of the longshoremen’s presi- 
Gent that Cummings’ “principal’’ was 
Dr. Dernburg.

After waiting almost a year for the 
British Government to appoint a suc- 
cessor to Jackson, the American Min- 
ister at London informed Lord Welles- 
ley that, as the British Government con- 
tinued to be represented at Washington 
by a Charge d' Affalres, the Government 
of the United States could not continue 
to be represented in London by a Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary, and he therefore 
asked for an audience in order that he 
might take his leave of absence and re- 
turn to the United States. 
Wellesley, in a private note, declared 
that the delay had been caused prima- 
rily by a desire to select someone who 
would be eminently satisfactory to the 
United States and promised that a suc- 
cessor would be named shortly. Not 
long afterward Foster was named to 
succeed Jackson. 

Attitude of United States. 
The United States has ever been a 
stickier for the distinction between a 
representative in Washington of a for- 
eign office and the representive of the 
ruling Power in a foreign office. 

In 1855 Chevalier Augiar d’Andrada, 
Charge ad interim of the Brazilian 
Legation, requested leave of Secretary 
of State Marcy to present to the Presi- 
dent of the United States at a personal 
audience an autographed communica- 
tion from his sovereign, citing several 
precedents for the request. In denying 
this request, Secretary Marcy replied 
that the precedents quoted were the re- 
sults of accidents, and that the United 
States always insisted in the conduct 
of its diplomatic offices on the distinc- 
tion between an officer accredited to the 
sovereign Power and one accredited to 
the foreign office of another Government. 

In view of the fact that the United 
States Embassy in Vienna is now in 
charge of the interests of Great Britain, 
France and Russia, the withdrawal of 
Ambassador Penfield on leave of absence 
might complicate matters seriously. 


CAPT. VON PAPEN

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Officiais be- 


gan plans today for the first meeting 
of the new Naval Advisory Board, which 
will direct its activities toward improv- 
ing the American navy through science 


and invention. Secretary Daniels’ an- 


nouncement of the board’s personnel 


said it would haVe its first session in his 
office on Oct. 6. Thomas A. Edison, the 
chairman, will preside. 

The 22 members of the board—exclu- 
sive of Edison—were nominated by Ul 
scientific and engineering societies at 
the request of Secretary Daniels, who 
sought to mobilize the country’s inven- 
tive genius for the navy as a step in 
national defense plans. 

The board's recommendations and con- 
clusions will have great weight, Secre- 
tary Daniels said, in the forming of the 
administration’s proposal to Congress 
and in the operations and development 
of the navy.

IKRUPPS MAKING ALL KINDS 
OF ARTILLERY AMMUNITION 
NEAR- CONSTANTINOPLE 


End of Three Months of “Position” Fighting at 
Ari Burnu and Suddul Bahr Finds 
Allies — but Little. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 


ly three months have passed since the 
“position” war between the allies and 
the Turks at Ari Burnu and Seddul 
Bahr started. On May 4 the Turkisn 
troops had dug and occupied the 
trenches in which, with few excep- 
tions, they are still found today. 


There is no longer any doubt that the 
allies believed firmly that the Turkish 


artillery would soon be without ammu- 


nition. Prisoners of war and the let- 
ters and diaries found in the allied 
trenches have again and again reiterat- 
ed this. But this state of affairs has 
never set in. During the last two 
weeks the Turkish batteries at Ari 
Burnu, Seddul Bahr and on the Ana- 
tollan shore of the Dardanelles have 
been very active, and have shown that 
there is no lack of ammunition to be 
hoped for; owing to the resourceful- 
ness of the men forming the Ottoman 
genera] staff. Employes of the Krupp 
establishment are making artillery am- 
munition of all sorts in and near this 
city. 


Make Shells of Largest Caliber. 

The Turks have the situation so well 
in hand now that even shells of the 
largest calibers are being turned out 
under the management of German ord- 
nance officers brought here for the 
purpose. Even an infantry rifle fac- 
tory is now in operation. 


The coming of autumn will 
render the position of the allied 
troops on the peninsula even 
more precarious, should they 
have failed by that time to ad- 
vance considerably beyond their 
present positions. So far the al- 
lies have found it impossible to 
establish near Seddul-Bahr and 
Ari Burnu the supply bases that 
will be needed when, during the 
fall and winter months, bad 
weather will make it impossible 
to ship, from the adjacent islands 
of Imbros, Lemnos and Tenedos, 
in the picemeal fashion in which 
this is now done, the food and 
ammunition required by the al- 
Hed troops. Large supply ships 
mearing the coast of the penin- 
sula are regularly driven off by 
the Turkish artillery. As the re- 
sult of this the vessels are gen- 
erally lightered out to the open 
sea, and the barges brought in 
during the night. With a high 
sea running in the fall and win- 
ter this will be a M&fficult under- 
taking. Se immense will be the 
supply problenw of the Aist 
forces on the pentasula then that 
an evacuation may become neces- 
sary, according to well-informed 
officers here. In harmony with 
this, the Turkish batteries have 
for some time taken under fire 
anything that gave the impres- 
sion that it contained stores fer 

~ immediate or future use. During 
the last three weeks five such 
magazines have been destroyed 
by the Turkish Shells. 
Meanwhile much interest is shown 
here in the modus operandi the allies 
would employ in removing their troops 
from the peninsula. The allies could not 
evacuate all of their positions and re- 
embark their men in a single night, the 
time best suited for this. The Turks, 
undoubtedly, it is believed here, would 
learn of the retreat, and by a series of 
assaults turn it into a terrible rout, 
which would have its end in the short 
waters, of the peninsula. Under the 
cover of a large fleet, the re-embarking 
of the allied troops might be less dif- 
ficult, but here again the German sub- 
marines must be taken into considera- 
——————— — — — 
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tion. Transports and men-of-war might 
fall their prey alike. 


Prepared for Italians. 
Ever the most conservative review of 


the allies position on the Gallipoli penin- 
sula, as seen from Turkish side, leaves 
little in favor of the French and En- 
slish troops, though, no doubt, as every- 
body here admits, their fate will be de- 
cided on the battlefields of the East 
and West. Whether the landing of a 
‘large Italian force, so much spoken of 
recently, would change the situation ma- 
tertally depends upon developments in- 
cident to this operation. Certain it is 
that today there is no locality suitable 
fur a landing of the Italians which has 
not been prepared for their reception. 
Otfensives by the allies, and counter- 
offensives by the Turks, have led to but 
slight changes in the terrains occupied 
immediately after the landing of the 
allied troops during the last week of 
April. At Ari Burnu very litle terrain 
has been lost by either side. While tem- 
porary changes have been somewhat 
greater and more frequent at Seddul- 
Bahr, both Turks and allies, have 
strained constantly every resource to 
regain what had been lost. In most 
cases the allies have re-occupled lost 
trenches’ by virtue of overwhelming 
bombardments, while the Turks have re- 
taken their lost trenches at the point 
of the bayonet, as a rule. Latterly, too, 
the sapper’s mine has been often em- 
ployed by both sides when a trench oi 
the opponent had to be taken, or when 
a trench had to be re-occupied. 
During the last three weeks “position” 
fighting on the Gallipoli peninsula has 
diminished to what may be termed its 
minimum. The Turks have not pressed 
the allies, because, for the time being, 
little was to be gained by driving the 
French and English forces from the 
peninsula. It has been argued here that, 
so long as the allies are at Ari Burnu 
and Seddul-Bahr, other landing opera- 
tions elsewhere are unlikely. The allies 
landed on the peninsula under the cover 
of a naval artillery fire, the violence of 
which has not yet been forgotten by the 
Turks. To have the same experience on 
some other part of the European or 
ASiatic coast does not appeal to the 


Turks. 


Allied Artillery Less Active. 

Meanwhile the naval and land artil- 
lery of the allies is no longer as active 
as it has been in the past. The action 
radius of both arms has been greatly 
limitea by the nearness to one another 
of the opposing trenches. Several weeks 
ago the Turks and allies tried to make 
bombardment of the other = side's 
trenches easy and safe by marking their 
own trenches with little white signs. 
Ihe first stepein this direction was taken 
by the Turks. But the allles soon dis- 
covered what had been done and placed 
similar signs along their trenches. Then 
the British and French trenches were 
marked with a light yellow sign for the 
guidance of the allied naval and land 
artillery. The Turks learned of this and 
placed similar signs. along their own 
trenches. Several bombardments at- 
tempted after that led to shelling one's 
own positions. Since then the trench has 
become the safest place against artfi- 
lery fire near the front.

Aid to St. Louis Fur Market. 
The war's effect upon the fur trade 
is indicated by a reduction of exports 
by half—from $5,515,568 to $2,848,336. No 

in Canada was more complete- 
ly paralyzed by the war. The Hud- 
son's Bay Co., which operate great de- 
partment stores in the Northwestern 
cities, as well as trading posts in the 
North, shut off the winter’s supply of 
provisions for the Indian trappers whom 
that “company of merchant adventur- 
ers” has exploited for years. The In- 
dians were left to the charity of the 


the Government. 

So unlike the attitude of Canadian 
capital was this conduct of the fur 
monopolists that Canadians do not at- 
tempt to excuse it on the 
score of stupidity of a Board of Di- 
rectors in London too far from the 
scene to have any sympathy. The 
fur trade, however, has had its se- 
rious problems. British, Russian and 
French fur merchants have been. 
striving since the war to establigh 
their independence of the Leipsic fur 
market and the erman dye monopoly. 


The lumber business has been very, 
stagnant for the past year, due main. 
ly to depression of the building 
trades. With harvest prosperity re- 
turning to the prairie provinces the 


demand for lumber tn British Colum- 


bia has improved. n increased de- 
mand for timber lands has been noted 
in the Northwest. How nearly irgin 
still are the wonderful timber re- 
sources of British Columbia is em- 
Phasized by such an incident as the 
recent report of timber cruisers that 
they had discovered -60,000 acres of 
Unalienated crown lands on Van- 
couver Island, not tnaccessible, and 
carrying a billion and a half feet of 
valuable timber. 

Nova Scotia and Newfoundland lum- 
dermen have found a new market in 
England for mine props and in France 
for timber for the allied armies. Their 
difficulty is shortage of shipping and 
excessive rates. It has brought small 
sailing vessels into the Transatlantic 
lumber trade. Eastern Canada also 
has attempted in a small way to com- 
pete for South American lumber busl- 
ness. 

Logging operations will continue 
this winter on about the scale of 
last year—60 per cent of the normal. 
Canadian rivers are congested with 
logs and mille are etocked with un- 
sold lumber. .Prices, however, have 
been fairly well maintained, since 
pricé-cutting does not seem to create 
a market. 

No Rueinous . 

It is one of the seeming anomalies 
born of the War, noticeable in many 
lines of industry and trade, that stag- 
nant markets have not led to ruinous 
competition, nor has unemployment 
brought drastic cuts in wages. 

Business the —— over has been 


V 


ridiculously. -Seventy-five per cent of 
certain lines of business was on a long- 
time basis; now about the same pro- 
portion is for cash. Merchants, large 
and small have acquired the habit of 
ordering stocks sparingly and doing 
business for cash. That habit prob- 
ably will outlast the war several years. 
Books, especially in the Northwest, 
have fallen into the luxury class. One 
publisher reports that many booksellers 
in British Columbia have had to go 
out of business. The leading book- 
store in one of the far West cities re- 
cently displayed a sign offering ita win- 
dows for rent for $5 a day to help pay 
expenses. Novels scarcely sell at all, 
but books on the War are in good de- 
mand. People still read. Public libra- 
ries show tremendous increase in cirou- 
lation, especially in the cities where un- 
employment mae Donn most prevalent.

JEFFERSON .CITY, Sept. 13.—An epi- 
demic of a strange skin disease, which 
is said to have baffled the skill of phy- 
sicians, is sweeping through the Mis- 
souri penitentiary, it became known to- 
day, in spite of efforts of prison offi- 
cials to prevent knowledge of the epi- 

Cemic from becoming publie. 
The disease, which first appeared iu 
the prison two weeks ago, has spread 


200 convicts are suffering from it. 
‘Because of the rapidity with. which 
the disease spread and the large num- 
ber of cases in the prison before tts 
seriousness was realized, isolation of the 
men suffering from it has been ‘mpos- 
sible. 


The disease is said to resemble some- 
what the Cuban itch. There is an erup- 
tion over almost the entire body, which 
is very painful and annoying. The con- 
victs who have the disease are not able 
to work. 


“Tt was stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that prison officials feared that the di- 
sease would spread to almost all the 
2500 convicts. 

It is reported that the prison physician 
and other doctors he has called into 
consultation have been unable to make 
a satisfactory diagnosis, as the symp- 
toms are dizferent from those attending 
skin diseases with which the physicians 
are familiar.

This plan for centering responsibility for public 
expenditures and lessening appalling wastes is, 
of course, almost exactly the same as that intro- 
duced by the new charter into St. Louis’ municipal 
affairs. In fact, the most important changes for 
which the new Constitution provides follow the 
lines of recent charter making in St. Louis and 
other cities. 

More than 150 independent State offices and: bu- 
reaus are consolidated into 17 departments, the 
heads of which are appointed, Missouri has seven 
elective State officers, but St. Louis city elects 
only the Mayor, the Vice Mayor or President of 
the Aldermen and the Comptroller. If the new 
Constitution is adopted, New York will elect 
Governor, Lieutenant-Governor and an officer 
corresponding to Comptroller. Under a compro- 
mise in the convention the Attorney-General is 
also an elective officer, making four in all, but 
increased appreciation of the importance of the 
short ballot is indicated by the changes. The 
Governor is empowered to name his appointees 
without confirmation by holdup Senators. 

The work of the convention was disappointing 

to many, but this was largely due to its failure 
to include other reforms for which a popular. de- 
mand exists. In such innovations as it made, it

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ORGANIZED ARSON IN ST. LOUIS. 

The discovery of a local “Arson Trust,” follow- 
ing the arrest of men who had hauled four bar- 
rels of gasoline to a manufacturing plant, may 
easily prove to be the most important service ren- 
dered by the Police Department during the year. 

Operations by the gang on a scale greatly in- 
creasing the total of St. Louis fire losses may be 
suspected. Those losses and their influence on 
high insurance rates have been one of St. Louis’ 
difficult problems. With the detection of the 
gang a decrease is naturally to be expected. 3 

The amazing feature of the discovery is the ap- 
parent close connection between reputable insur- 
ance interests and the criminals who have de- 
stroyed property with peril to life and neutralized 
in part.the large sums the city devotes to its elab- 
orate system of fire protection. Not a few local 
fires seem to have been preceded by the placing 
of excessive insurance. The insurance representa- 
tives divided not only the commissions obtained 
on the premiums, but shared the indemnity paid 
in the adjustment, it is charged. 

It is important both to the insurance companies 
and to the city that the exposure shall be thor- 
ough. 
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‘STANDARD OIL FOR EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

One of the outcomes of the strike at Bayonne, 
N. J., is the granting of the eight-hour day by the 
Standard Oil Co. to its employes. 

Commenting on this, the Philadelphia Ledger 
makes the rather ungracious remark that the 
consumer is the one who pays” for such bene- 
fits obtained by workers. 

Of course the consumer pays. But it must not 
be forgotten, in considering the cost of shorter 
hours for workers, that they also are consumers. 
The 7,000,000 industrial workers of the United 
States, with their families, constitute a very large 
element in the total body of consumers. 

It is the fashion among those not engaged in 
industry to ignore this point and to argue for the 
consumer,’ as a mysterious, separate body of peo- 
ple destined to bear all public burdens. 

If oil and other Standard products increase in 
price as the result of the granting of the eight- 
hour day to the trust’s workers, consumers gen- 
erally will not be eager to lay the blame on those 
workers who themselves will bear an appreciable 
part of the cost. 


SLEEPING ‘SHEPHERDS? 

The Mayor has done the right thing in comply- 
ing with the wishes of the religious leaders for 
a resumption of church services in the city jail. 
We allow a condemned man to choose his spiritual 
adviser and there is no question as to the kind of 
influence’ réligion may have upon unfortunate 
men confronted with death. By all means, let 
that influence be felt among those not in such 
peril. It may even prevent some from falling into 
the depths. 

But what were the shepherds of this wandering 
flock doing for two whole months during which, 
it appears, the sheep were neglected? Better late 
than never. It may be they were battering at 
the gates, but through lack of publicity failed to 
make themselves heard. 


TRUE HEROES. 

The use of cosmetics has increased among the 
women of England since the beginning of the 
war.

Marshal John Willmann of: University 
City was telling his friends today how 
he had compelled his 12-year-old son, 
Arnold, to fight. another boy to prove 
he was not a coward and how his son 
had won the scrap.. 

Wilimann said his son, for nearly six 
months, had complained that Richard 
Whiteside, a son of the proprietor of 
the Cadillac Hotel, formerly the Park 
Hotel, had “bullied” him. Willmann said 
his son admitted being afraid of the 
Whiteside boy. 

At noon Saturday, he said, his son 
came home crying, and complained that 
the Whiteside boy had called him a 
coward. The Marshal took his son to 
the hotel, called out the Whiteside boy, 
and told his son to punch him in the 
nose.” The son did not respond prompt- 
ly, Wilimann said, so he shoved him 
against the other boy. 

Willmann said the boys fougnt for 
nearly 10 minutes, and that his son suc- 
ceeded in getting the other boy down 
and holding him long enough to hit nim 
in the nose so hard that it bled. 

Willmann then took his son home. He 
said he was willing to be prosecuted for 
his part in the affair, if Whiteside 
wished to make a charge against him.

The high temperatures prevailing these 
days are making for intensified distress 
among the infants in homes of the poor, 
with their environment not conducive tu 
health. The condition is causing beavx 
drain upon the relief fund, for both pure 
milk and for ice, and it is a situation 
that probably will continue until well 
into Oetober. Not less than $4300 will 
be required to provide for the actual and 


urgent needs Of these babies. 


The foree of children engaged in this 
season's campaign has been larger than 
in former years. It has numbered close 
to 3000, and there have been a greater 
number of contributions from women 
and men, but in most instances the girls 
and boys were unable to equal the sums 
raised in previous years because of gen- 
eral business conditions. The number of 
cases requiring succor has been greater 
also, so that in both respects the year 
has been out of the ordinary, and un- 
-usual endeavor during the ensuing few 
weeks is called for.
